Thanks for the news, Linda, about the ELC meningococcal money. Since the dollar figure you mentioned ($7000 or $7500 
- already can’t remember which one you quoted me) does not match the last notice we got from them, I am assuming this 
is a new award. 

By way of explanation, the epi program has been involved for a few years now on a project with CDC to look at the 
effectiveness of the meningococcal vaccine. Whenever we have a case of meningococcal disease in a certain age group 
with a serogroup that is found in the vaccine, we administer a lengthy questionnaire to the case and controls that we try to 
identify with the case’s assistance. With so few cases occurring, it has been a difficult project for CDC to complete and 
last year they found some money which was then tunneled through ELC to the states who are participating in the project, 
somewhat according to the number of cases each state had. I think we wound up with around $4000. We heard that 
similar money was available this year but had not heard how much. It looks like we got a raise. 

This money is really not earmarked for anything in particular and I am not sure where they put it but it is a thank you for 
our participation and an incentive to keep us participating. I assume it will go into the general pot of ELC money and we 
will all access it according to our needs.
